Though free from the spectacular 
displays of violence which marked 


the meeting of the commissioners on 
Monday, yesterday's meeting was nev- 
ertheless characterized by acts which 
displayed more determined hostility 
to Commissioner Bouillon than was 
expressed by the mayor in the un-

order that with proper authority I 
shall be in a position to compel the | 
requisite, co-ordinative operation and 
to attain and maintain the proper de- | 
Sree of efficiency, | 

2. The above recommendations are 
made In view of the demoralizing ef- 
fect of official events | 
since the first of this year and espe- 
cially recently, a state of affairs hay- 
ing been reached which, tn my judg- 
ment, makes it imperatively essential 
for the public welfare and safety, 
that some individual official be given 
the authority and freedom of action 
which are now absolutely needed to 
harmonize the situation in the two 
viants mentioned to a point where a 
sanitary water supply and a reliable 
Source of power will be assured as 
800n as possible. 

Basin for Sedimentation. 

“(c) That the city engineer be in- 
structed to design at once with my 
co-operation a basin for use tempor- 
arily for additional sedimentation in 
conjunction with the present basin, 
i. @, next year and as long ag the 
present Water supply plant is to serve 
us, and that as soon as the city en- 
¥ineer’s estimate of the cost can be 
submitted, the consent of the city 
council to the requisite expenditure 
be obtained in advance of action on 
the next annual estimates. This ba- 
sin can designed and located: 
that after its usefulness is past for 
water supply purposes, it would be 
of permanent use as a pond and serve 
also as a clear water reserve for the 
power plant. The present basin can- 
not be repaired for effective use as a 
part of the water supply plant, but 
can be of use as it is later, as an ef- 
feetive cooling basin for the power 
plant. 

(d) That the same course of action 
as above be fellowed with respete to 
two additional filter tanks similar to 
those in use, but improved in design 
to meet our requirements, 

Result of Careful Study 

“3. In conelusion, I beg to state 
that the above recommendations are 
the result of careful study of the sub- 
ject since last fall, and these matiors | 
have no connection with the more 
permanent water supply of the city 
for the future, which is quite another 
problem, as previously explained, and 
which is receiving attention. Our 
public utilities, but pre-eminently the
